Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the portion of Fujioka which Is 
an intermediate product cannot be used as a recording material. Examiner maintains because the material is used to make the invention, 
the cationic resins, such as quaternary ammonium salts, surface resistivity of 106 to 1010 ohms and 2 to 20 g/m2 by dry weight (column 5, 
lines 33-44) are present in the final product of the invention. The materials used in the Fujioka reference are comprised in the final 



product. 
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
